Business Wins A Point 
\ -ESTERDAY'S VOTE in the House of Repre- 
* sentatives, installing the "peril point" lor- 
mula in America's tariff negotiations, is a small 
concession to businessmen after 16 long years 
of beating them over the heads. 


The President's fantastic power to slash tar- 


iff rates in whatever manner he sees tit now 
is restrained in a small degree. 
If he goes 


overboard in the future, he at least must ex- 
plain his reasons to Congress. There is nothing 
to prevent him from going overboard—just the 
compulsion to explain. 


The original idea of the trade treaties was 


to win friends and influence nations toward 
America's point of view. Even a head-over- 
heels New Dealer can see now that that has 
happened. 


State Of The Goose 
ORITISH TAXPAYERS, reports the Chicago 
*-^ Journal of Commerce in a dispatch Jrom 
London, are "smiling wearily" as they hear 
about, America's prospects of higher excise 
taxes. 


These are called purchase taxes in Britain. 


Under socialism, they are paid on virtually 
everything, at rates which go up to 100 per 
cent. On an ordinary necessity like a tooth- 
brush, the Butish pay 33% per cent in taxes. 
On a fur coat they pay 100 per cent. On a good 
suit of clothes, the tax is 66% per cent, And 
there is more to this than the taxes, them- 
selves. 


There is a drastic change in living standards. 


Consumers are driven out of the market places 
by inability to pay exorbitant purchase taxes. 
The British government is obtaining revenue 
at the expense of living standards. .Purchase 
taxes are bringing about progressive impover- 
ishment. Because it is socialist doctrine that 
class distinctions must be made in all policies, 
so-called "utility" products designed for sale 
to the poor and lightly taxed are becoming 
the common denominator of British living 
standards. 


In a word, British taxers have plucked the 


taxpaying goose so ruthlessly that the .poor 
creature "smiles wearily" as United States tax- 
ers begin the same process. 
What starts out 


to be a program to collect huge funds for huge 
public spending eventually becomes a program 
for sharing the material and spiritual poverty 
of the socialist fallacy.

liberal editors closed their publi- 
cations to me, Mr. Oursler pur- 
chased articles from me.

Railroad Disasters 
TT LOOKS as if railroads had entered another 
* of the bloody cycles which have plagued 
them from the start of the industry. 
The 


Woodbridge (N. J.) wreck, first major railroad 
disaster this year, has killed at least 81 and 
injured approximately 500. That is more than 
two-fifths of the 1950 railroad toll. While it 
does not necessarily follow that there will be 
other bad wrecks this year, railroad disasters 
have a tendency to bunch up. 


There was an all-time high in 1907, when 


RIO passengers and 4,534 railroad employees 
were killed. Two years before that, an all- 
time high in the total of injuries to passengers 
had been reached—15,130. World War I pro- 
duced another bloody cycle. 
So did World 


War II. 
After World War IT, through 1949, 


there was marked improvement. 


The three -bad accidents in 1950—two on 


the Long Island Railroad and one on the Penn- 
sylvania—all were caused by failure of engin- 
eers to obey signal indications. It is too soon 
to know what caused the Woodbridge disaster. 
If it should prove to be human failure again, 
there would be no room left for doubt that 
railroad 
transportation is over-taxing the 


ability of railroad personnel to deal with its 
hazards. 


Compounding The Contempt 
•si-HENEVER a bad actor finds sanctuary in 
'' the law. the same question pops into a 
couple of million minds: Would a good actor 
get the same benefit of the doubt? 


Harry Russell, a big-time gambler, had been 


found in contempt of-the Kefauver committee 
investigating interstate crime. Sixty separate 
counts were filed against Him for refusing to 
answer questions when he was testifying. 


But a federal judge threw out the Russell 


case. He ruled that the gambler was within 
his constitutional rights in refusing to answer, 
on the basis that he might incriminate himself. 
Would a court be equally solicitous of the 
rights of some ordinary citizen who refused to 
answer a question merely because he preferred 
not to—some law-abiding American with no 
fear of incriminating himself? 
The question 


does not imply that any court might be swayed 
by a plaintiff's occupation. It suggests that 
courts get unduly tender sometimes about the 
rights of people who have not earned the 
benefit of a doubt. 


Another court might have found no merit in 


Russell's defense. In that event, the Ketauver 
committee would not be up against a legal 
precedent which will invite every mobster on 
its calling list to compound his contempt for a 
committee whose curiosity about interstate 
crime has been acutely embarrassing.

heart failure. 


But 50 per cent of the replies 


favored peace through mutual 
understanding between

and 
non-military solutions of 


world problems. 


"This indicates a majority of 


the responses are of a mature 
character," he said. 


"It's a sign of immaturity," he 


said, "to think the world's prob- 
lems can be solved by one death 
—say, Stalin's". 


Dr. Dichter said he thought up 


the questions to find out what is 
going on in people's minds. 


These w e r e the percentage 


breakdowns of the replies to the 
"main worry" question, according 
to Dr. Dichter: 
per cent expressed moral 


and emotional concern, lack of 
leadership and uncertainty about 
national goals. 
per cent simply feared "im- 


minence of war". 
fr-18 per cent worried about 


economic insecurity; 5 per cent 
about the draft; 2 per cent, per- 
sonal worries; 2 per cent, the 
growth of "dangerous" political 
systems; 1% per cent, loss of 
democratic liberties. 


The headline question drew the 


following percentages: 


50 per cent for mutual under- 


standing; 30 per cent, peace, with- 
out further comment; ]5 per cent, 
"passive violent solutions" (such 
as Stalin assassinated); 12 per 
cent, active military

Everybody Bungles In The Rail Strike 


The Administration And Basefoall 


PRESIDENT 
TRUMAN sent a message to 


•*• 
baseball in the recent ceremonials mark- 


ing the 75th birthday anniversary of the Na- 
tional League. The boys, a little wary of hia 
letters, opened it out in the bleachers after 
first soaking it in a water bucket. But it was 
all right. The administration approves of base- 
ball. The Fair Deal thinks it is here to stay. 
The national game has a bright future, Harry 
believes, if Republicans are kept from getting 
beyond first base. 


Mr. Truman is something of a baseball star. 


He holds the world record for the longest slide 
in history—from Independence to Washington. 
Other records held by him include (1) the all- 
time freak play of 1944 when he scored from 
first base, leaving the two runners ahead of 
him (Burns and Wallace), still on the bases; 
(2) the unprecedented play of 1948 when, with 
two strikes on him and holding a broken bat, 
performing in a night game with the lights 
out, he hit one of the longest homers ever re- 
corded in the country; (3) in 1950 he became 
the first pitcher to deliver the "beanball" by 
letter or post-card. 


HARRY'S first diamond appearance was 


with the Pendergast nine in the Missouri Three 
Eye League. He was a substitute outfielder, 
but ultimately played shortstop and third base. 
He was sent to Washington for seasoning and 
became a pretty flashy player in the Friends 
and Neighbors League under Roosevelt. He is 
a peppery player combining the style of Ty 
Cobb, Pepper Martin and Phil Rizzuto, al- 
though occasionally showing resemblances to 
the famed Babe Ruth. 


He can play most any position. The trouble 


is that he often tries to. In the box he throws 
without a windup, which is pretty disconcert- 
ing, especially to Republican batters. He is 
ambidextrous and a real money player in the 
pinches. Uke all Democrats, he is all for a 
wide revision of the traditional rules, favoring 
a fourth strike for lower bracket hitters and a. 
base on three balls instead of four. He con- 
sistently has stood for the livelier ball, shorter 
fences and the settlement of all close decisions 
at the plate by the national chairman. 


He stands steadfastly for "a home run in 


every pot and two Democratic umpires in 
every garage". 
Harry would have been wel- 


comed in person among the anniversary base- 
ball stars. After his 1948 performance a lot 
of clubs wish they had him in the line-up.

OTS of bungling occurred in 


handling negotiations leading 


up to the present railroad strike 
—and an inquiry should certainly 
be made, irrespective of the end- 
ing of the work stoppage. 


The record discloses that there 


is a serious defect in labor-man- 
agement relations on the rail- 
roads and a much more serious 
defect in the way governmental 
influence is exerted once a crisis 
arises. 


The public is entitled to a 


thorough study of what has hap- 
pened. It could lead to legisla- 
tion to protect the public interest. 
It could lead to better machinery 
for mediation or arbitration. 


But certainly the utter indif- 


ference of the Congress of the 
United States is inexplicable, ex- 
cept on the theory that the poli- 
ticians are afraid of the punitive 
pow\- of a railroad labor union 
and hence they shy away from 
any action whatsoever. 


There are some, of course, who 


have spoken out bluntly. Among 
these is Senator Wayne Morse, 
Oregon 
Republican, a 
former 


member of the War Labor Board, 
who refers to the "sickness" ex- 
cuse for the stoppage as a dis- 
honest strike. 


The Oregon senator 
believes 


the government might have long 
before this interposed its influ- 
ence to bring the parties together 
and to avoid the interruptions of 
rail service. 


TO UNDERSTAND what has 


been going on it is necessary to 
examine a chronological record 
of the important steps in the con- 
troversy. 


March, 1949—Beginning of. for- 


mal demands for a 40-hour week 
at the same pay as 48 hours of 
work and filing of demands for 
other increases in pay for various 
groups of rail workers. 


Aug. 4, 1950—No 
agreement 


after nearly 18 months of bicker- 
ing and then a request from 
President Kennedy of the rail- 
road trainmen that the govern- 
ment take over the railroads. 


Aug. 27 — President Truman 


puts railroads under the Army.

Assurances are given by the 
union chiefs that the union mem- 
bers will work for the govern- 
ment. 
This was followed by a 


series of conferences at the White 
House, but no joint meetings of 
labor and management. 


Dec. 14—Beginning of a "wild- 


cat" strike, with sickness as the 
excuse. 


Dec. 21—Memorandum handed 


to railroad executives and union 
chiefs at the White House by 
John R. Steelman, assistant to 
President 
Truman. 
Memoran- 


dum was signed by railroad pres- 
idents and by the four presidents 
of the railroad labor unions. 


Jan. 7, 1951—All four general 


chairmen of committees of the 
rail unions rejected the agree- 
ment made by their presidents at 
the White House. 


Jan. 18—Another meeting at 


the White House with Mr. Steel- 
man, who turned the matter over 
to the National Mediation Board. 


Feb. 1—"Wildcat" strikes begin 


anew and spread for several days. 


Feb. 2—White House claims 


that union presidents did not 
fully explain the Dec. 21 memo- 
randum to their respective com- 
mittees and "that they now say 
they had no intention of recom- 
mending it, thereby 
indicating 


that they signed it in bad faith". 
Union chiefs concede they did not 
recommend the ratification of the 
memorandum, which on Jan. 7 
they characterized as "inadequate 
and unjust". 


Feb. 3—First joint meeting in 


several months, with rail carriers 
and union chiefs sitting down to- 
gether at the White House. 


NOW IT will be asked why, if 


the communication of the results 
of the earlier conferences and 
the meaning of the Dec. 21 mem- 
orandum was unsatisfactory, some 
better means was not devised. 


Why didn't the government, 


which was operating the rail- 
roads, ask for an opportunity to 
speak to the rank and file of the 
workers and explain the agree- 
ment? Why were the union chiefs 
not requested on Jan. 7 to ex- 
plain to" the government their 
reasons for rejecting something 
they had signed—and if they 
signed it under some misappre- 
hension as to its binding charac- 
ter, how did such a 'misunder- 
standing arise? 


Above all, it seems absurd that 


better machinery for settling a 
major dispute cannot be devel- 
oped. Certainly in a time of crisis 
the weaknesses in existing stat- 
utes cause heavier damage than 
in normal times. 


When the government takes 


over a property, are the workers 
employees of the government? 
There needs to be a clarification 
on this point lest the whole the- 
ory of seizure be rendered use- 
less in emergencies. 


The rail strike has inflicted 


hundreds of millions of dollars 
of damage to innocent bystanders. 
But, what's more, it has injured 
the prestige of some of the oldest 
and 
best 
of America's labor 


unions. 


Are the leaders aware of the 


damage they have done to the 
cause of organized labor by the 
hollow 
excuse 
of 
"sickness"? 


Somebody in the rail unions has 
bungled, too.

all you can, rightfully, since the deductions are subtracted from your 
income before what s left can be taxed 
You have no problem if 


your income was under $5 000 and your deductions were not more 
than 10 per cent of your income •* 


You 11 use form 1040-A, or the 


1040 short form 
You don t have 


to figure your tax on those foims 


A tax table, used with both, 


gives the tax on all income un- 
der $5,000.
